REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF TABITHA HOME. 


| THE ORPHANAGE. 

This department was over-crowded most of the time. At times 
we had 45 dares or more, which made it necessary that two had 
to sleep together in ome bed. This ought to be aveiten in an insti- 
tution for reasons of health if for no other. 


The number of children for the year was 51, 31 i i and 20 
girls, § boys and 10 girls were admitted, 11 were dismissed, 6 boys, 
5 girls; 40 children are in the home at present, 25 boys and 15 girls. 


Sixteen children were baptized on Easter Sunday. In order to 
give the children some useful work during school-free titmes we es- 
tablished a printshop. Mr. Warner, a former teacher and news- 
_ paper man, was engaged to instruct the children in this useful art 
and in playing brass-band instruments. The July edition of the 
Tabitha Home Messenger and the Tabitha Bote were printed here. 
The home hopes to get enough orders for printing from pu friends 
to make this establishment pay for itself. 


There was much sickness among the children; 16 of them had 
to have their tonsils removed, others needed eye glasses. There 
were diseases of various kinds; all ended well, however. No child 
ever died in Tabitha Home since Tabitha became an) institution of 
our church, since 1906; in fact, not since its establishment in 1886.

REPORT ON LUTHERAN CAMP. 


The third season for the Lutheran Camp began ae 29th and 
closed September 2nd. All in all it was the best and most successful 
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year in the camp’s brief history. In preparation for the season’s 
activities a beautiful illustrated folder was issued and distributed 
among the churches of the Synod and in the towns adjacent to the 
camp. Additional improvements were made, including a cabin for 
the director, which served as home, office, library and dispensary; 
another cabin with screened-in front porch for the cook and her 
family; bath house having 30 rooms; completion of outdoor pavil- 


_ tion, and new lake. Additions in equipment included three steel 
boats, two canoes, piano, kitchen and shop knick-knacks, etc., all of 


which represent an expenditure of around $5,000.00. B 


‘The camp personnel was excellent. Besides the director, nine 
helpers constituted the force. Mrs. Novak, of Ellsworth, was 
eur cook; Miss Marion Jenkins, the dietitian; Wilbur Klover, as-. 
sistant director; Paul White, religious director; Carl Keeler, swim- 
ming director; Robert Gaston, publicity agent, with George Whitte- 
car, Sterl McClintoch and Arnold Claycamp, chore boys. This force 
were paid $900.00 salary. | | | 

Seven group camps were scheduled for the summer, but one of 
these sections, advertised as “Other Boys’ Camp” was cancelled. 
However, eleven distinct groups occupied the camp. The first group 
comprised the Boy Scouts of Abilene with 21 present for 5 days. 
The Lutheran Boys’ Camp came next with 26 leaders and boys from 
5 churches. This was the smallest number to attend a Lutheran 
Boys’ Camp in the four years of organization, as well as having 
the fewest number of churches represented; however, in spite of the 
numbers this year’s Lutheran Boys’ Camp was probably the best. 
The third group was made up of 50 boys under the auspices of the 
Rotary Clubs of Abilene and Junction City. Mist of the boys at 
this camp were under-privileged boys, but a fine lot at that. T! 
Girls’ Camp was fourth, with 26 present from Abilene, Salina and 
Junction City. The Family Camp was a farce, having 21 campers 
to stay for an aggregate of 30 days. The Walther League had the 
largest attendance of any group, numbering 100, with 50 campé 


each day as an average. At the same time with the Walther Lea- 


guers a group of 16 Camp Fire Girls from Chapman occupied sép- 
arate tents for a 4-day stay. Our own Luther Leaguers, numbering 
52, occupied the camp as the last scheduled group, but a second 
group, the Wenona Camp Fire Girls, having 24 campers, occupied 
space under canvass at the same time for 2 days. The last group 
in camp were 14 Camp Fire Girls from Junction City, holding forth 
the two days that camp was torn down. The total number of camp- 
ers entertained this year was 400, with approximately 4000 visitors. 
The largest number of visitors any one day was 1400 friends and 
members of the Missouri Lutheran Church. |

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON N ECROLOGY. 


This year another of the older members of this ‘Synod has 
finished his labors and entered into his eternal reward, — 

Rev. John A. Bright was born in Aaronsburg, Pa., April 24, 
1845, and died at his home, 261 Stephen Street, Topeka, Kansas, 
June 19th, 1925, aged 80 years, 1 month and 25 days. He was edu- 
cated in Pennsylvania College, Pa. September 17th, 1868, he was 

united in marriage to Miss Mary Bell Scherer, of Milton, Pa. He 
was ordained to the Gospel ministry in 1873. He was pastor at 
Hublersburg, Center County, Pa., from 1873 to 1878; at Jerseyshore, 
Lycoming County, Pa., from 1878 to 1882; Ellsworth, Kan., 1882 to 
1884. February 24th, 1884, he resigned as pastor of the latter con- 
gregation and moved to Abilene, Kan. During the time he lived 
there he did some supply work for churches and was engaged in the 
State Sunday School work. In 1890 he was elected Secretary of the 
State Sunday School Association of Kansas, in which capacity he 
served for several years. During this time he was elected a delegate 
to the first World’s Sunday School Convention, London, England, 
and was honored:there by being made one of the three secretaries of 
the convention. As a result of impressions made on this trip he pub- 
sind 3 a brochure pntitied, “A Kansan Abroad or piney Days in 

urope.” 

He was also engaged in evangelistic work in- thie Lutheran 
Church for several years. His last charge was at Campus, Kan., 
where he labored faithfully for a little over two yoate, resigning 
October ist, 1909. 

He was associated with the Kansas State Legislatute for many 
years as Chaplain. In 1887 he was Chaplain of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, 1889 and 1891 he was Chaplain of the Senate and since 
1915 he served continuously as Chaplain of the House of Represen- 
tatives. He was very highly esteemed by these bodies. - 

Rev. Bright was a great friend of children, keeping up his ac- 
quaintance and correspondence with many of those he met in his 
public work. yas the father of two sons, Rev. 
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1 Lucas, Ohio, and Rev. Luther Bright, of Orville, Ohio, both active

| The Fourth Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church 

_in America was held in the Edgewater Beach Hotel, Chicago, IIl., 
_ October 21-29, 1924. About 500 delegates and many visitors were
